MiKer and Taornas H. Clark, the au- 
tior of the Clark local option bill of 
two years ago, engaged in some pretty 
warm arguments, but it availed noth- 
ing to either side. 


Legislative Procsedings. 


Columbus. O.. Feb. 21.— The lower 


branch of tt* legislature went on rec- 
ord Thursday afternoon as favoring 
the election of United States senators 
by direct vote of the people. The 
Worthicgton. resolution was adopted 
after a long debate by a vote of 73 to 
23. There was no effort to draw party 
lines on the question, speeches having 
been made for and against the resolu- 
tion by bo:h political sides of the 
house. Considerable sharp repartee 
and much sarcasm was indulged in, 
but the debate uras dignified, parlia- 
tientary sad animated. 


Open charges were made that sena- 


tors had purchased their seais. but the 
Democrats were taunted with the 
statements that the only cases ever 
proven were represntatives of their 
own party- 
"VVTien the charge was 


made that Senator Haana was in the 
list there was a challenge to prove it. 
The Worthington resolution is as folr 
lows: 
Be it resolved by the Seventy-fifth 


general assembly of Ohio: 


"Section 1. That our senators and 


representatives in congress are here- 
by requested to use their influence 
and vote for the submisison to the sev- 
eral states of an. amendment to 
Section 3 of Article I of the constitu- 
tion of the United States, so as to pro- 
vide for the election of United States 
senators by direct vote of the people 
of the several states. 


"Sec, 2. The secretary of state is 


hereby directed to transmit copies of 
this petition to the house and senate 
of the United States, copies to the 
senators and congressmen from Ohio. 
and copies to the presiding officers of 
other general assemblies now in ses- 
sion throughout the United States." 


Busy Session. 


The afternoon session of the legisla- 


ture was a busy one in so far as the 
time consumed is concerned, but there 
was very little business actually trans- 
acted. Only one bill was passed In 
the senate and was merely one to 
authorize the transfer of funds in 
Perry county. The senate adjourned 
at 3 o'ciock. 


The Gear anti-cigaret bill was pass- 


ed in the house after a warm discus- 
sion, which seemed necessary only to 
give the members to understand that 
the biil does not interfere with the 
cigar trade. The bill provides that 
wholesale dealers must pay aa annual 
license of $200 for the privilege of 
selling cigarets, and retailers are 
taxed $100. In addition to this it is 
mtde a misdemeanor to give or sell 
to any one less than 20 years of age 
a cigaret or material with which to 
make them. The law will not go into 
effect uatil July 1, 1902. It is claimed 
that the bill will receive no opposition. 
in the senale. 


The Hypes bill to place unincorpo- 


rated banks in the same class as those 
which are incorporated, for the pur- 
pose of appraisement and taxation, 
failed to re-ceire the number of votes 
and was d-efeated. It is announced. 
howe.-er, thai this bill wijl be recon- 
sidered. 


A b;il to reimburse Judge Pike of 


the Fourth judicial district for pay 
which he- lost through an election con- 
test, was passed in ti" house. The 
c5alm has remained unpaid for IS 
years.

Berlin, Feb. 2L—The navy dtpart- 


meirc has decided to establish a chain 
of wireless telegraph stations along 
the entire German coast. For the last 
few days trials have been conducted 
at Kiel to determine whether the de- 
partment shall use the Braun system 
or the Siaby-Arco system, in the lat- 
ter of which Emperor William has 
shown great interest- Thirty-two Ger- 
man warships have already been 
equipped with the Slaby-Arco system, 
while eight more are to have this sys- 
tem installed. Official reports say that 
the Slaby-Arco system gives the most 
satisfactory results, as by this system 
wireless messages are transmitted a 
distance of 125 miles as against SO 
miles by the Marconi system.
